Every time 
I saw her, and that was seldom, some 
change m ade her another Mine. de 
Ferrier, as if she w ere a thou sand wo­ 
men in one. 
I saw her first a white 
1 clad spirit, who stood by my head 
when I aw ok e; nex t, a lady who rose 
u p and bowed to me; then a beau ty 
among dancers; afterw ard a little girl 
ru nning across the tu rf or a k ind wo­ 
man speak ing to my m aster. Often she 
was a d istant figu re, coming and going 
w ith Pau l and E rnestine in De Chau ­ 
mont'* woods.

I had my meals alone w ith Dr. Chan­ 
try, and never qu estioned this cu stom 
from the day I entered the hou se. De 
C hau m ont's chief, who w’as over the 
other servants and had come w ith him 
from his chateau near Blots, w’aited 
u pon me, while Dr. C hantry was served 
by another man nam ed Jean. My m as­ 
ter fretted at Jean. The older servant 
paid no attention to that. 
Mme. de F errier and I had lived six 
m onths u nder the sam e roof as stran­ 
gers. Consciou sness plowed su ch a d i­ 
rect fu rrow in front of me that I saw 
little on either side of it. She w as a 
name that I fou nd w ritten in the front 
of the m issal and copied over and over 
down foolscap paper in my practice of 
script: 
“Eagle M adeleine M arie de Ferrier.” 
“Eagle M adeleine M arie de F errier.” 
She stood in her sitting room, which 
look ed u pon the lak e, and before a 
word passed between u s I saw she w as 
u nlik e any of her form er selves. H er 
featu res were sharpened and whitened.
